A Free Press. 

However willing Parliament was in '93 to 
publish this declaratory law that juries, and 
not the Judges, were to decide the criminal! 
of editors and publishers, it was, by no means 
ready to make the Freedom of the Press cer- 
tain. A few years afterward* a law pissed 
both Houses that any person who, by writin 
printing or publishing, should incite the peo 
pie to hatred or contempt of his Majesty, or 
the established Government and Constitution 
of the realm, would be liable to the penalties 
ol a hieh misdemeanor, and on a reconviction 
to banishment or transportation. This at 
once threw a mantle of protection about the 
grossest abuses of the Government. It wouid 
not be sale to criticise any act lest it would be 
int erpreted as of the nature of treason. Upon 
the introduction of a second bill restraining 
del.atirg societies and public lectures, Mr 
Fcx's indignation broke forth: "Say at once," 
he exclaimed, "that a free constitution is un- 
tuited to us." He showed that the bill re- 
vived the my principle of the licensing acts. 
Th'y had sought to restrain the publication 
of opiniots of which the government disap- 
proved. "We have heard,'' he said, "ot revo- 
lutions in other Slates. Were they owing to 
the freedom of popular opinions? No, 8ir; 
they were owing to the reverse of these." 
The bill nevertht le»s passed. In a subsequent 
discussion, Mr. Fox said that if the people 
were n.-ked as to his opinion of the obliga- 
tion cf obedience, he would declare that it 
was cow only a question of prudence and not 
ol duty. 

The next motion wa3 to carry a heavy stamp 
tax oo ncwspipers, so as to prevent the cir- 
culation of cheap publications. Again, the 
same year, all printing presses and type 
ndcries were to be registered; printers 
were to print their names on every book and 
paper, and register the names of their em- 
ploye*. 

While all these measure* were taken to re- 
strain the freedom of the press, jet there was 
no want of spirit in defending it abroad. On 
the appeal of Bonaparte for some measures of 
orrcetion to be adopted to stop its licentious 
ribaldry, it was replied that his Msjesty can 
ror will, in consequence of any representa- 
tion or menace from a foreign power, make 
any concession which may be ia the smallest 
degree dnrg-rcus to the liberty of the pre 

declaration eotne.wh.at peculiar, coming at a 
time v.ben eff -rts were bring made to restrain 
that boasted liberty. 

In 1S04, the famous William Cobbett ap- 
peared on the stage as the editor of the "Po- 
litical Register," and obtained a wide-spread 
popularity, lie was fined for ridiculirg an 
bkfe Judge, fa IMt, a still heavier fine was 
imposed upon him for denouncing the flegg 
ing of some soldiers under the guard of 
a German battalion. 

In 1811 Mr. Sheridan made the declaration, 
whic-h bus since been recognized as an ax 
iomatic truth, "Give me (he said) but the lib 
erty of the press and I will give the Minkter 
a venal House of Peers; I will give him a cor- 
ru; t and servile House of Commons; I will 
give bim the full swing of the patronage of 
office; I will give him the whole host of min- 
isterial indue i»c-e; I will give him all the 
power that place cau confer upon him to pur- 
chase subm!:;io2 and overawe resistance; and 
yet, MM| artth the liberty of the press, I will 
go forth to meet him ucdh-jiiayed. I will at 
tack the m'gkty fuVric with s mightier en- 
gine; I will shake it down from its high co:- 
rupiior, and lay it beneath the ruins of the 
nbus s it was meant to shelter." A declara- 
tion like this should have attracted public 
opinion to the growing dangers to free dis- 
cufsioij; and it did have its effect beyond 
question, but not immediately. 

In all the meisures which were adopted 
duriiig the period ot tweuty years, however, 
from IfWaf 1S15, although the object was a 
vigorous censorship of the press, yet the Gov- 
ernment did not dare to take the matter into 
its own hands. It was not the minister but 
the courts that were to determine the guilt of 
publications. It was cot by martial law, but 
the law cf the land, however reverse that was, 
to determine the question of innocence or 
guilt. It was to dct rminc the grave question 
of a free press. This took place during the 
exciting eia of the French revolution, when 
Ireland wa6 iu rebellion, and insurgent ineet- 
inge were held all over England. Perhaps it 
would have been justifiable then, as in our 
case, to suppress newspapers by military su- 
thoiiiy, but Ecgland took the risk for popu- 
lar freedom, and ccrtaiuly no cue can say she 
has lost by it.

Xtvcitfct Josa, 
the nesree s Lave heard of the easaacipatk u 
]iroc;:imation, sad as they do not believe in 
the "ex. epteel" portions more thin tbe Fcdc- 
r..l cfllcers in tbis department do. thOf cm- 
sidor themselves froe. Nearly all of them 
have runaway, and h^vc come back again, in 
twos ami threes, sometimes in gings. Their 
appearance after a month's tiial "of liberty 
was wretched in the extreme. Half- 
ked, talf-starved free nagroes do n< t 
louk as well as do fed and clcthed 
ssataa. On their return the first Uhg 
was to get somethiui to eat. The next thieg 
was to sit on the fe^ce in the sun. Then to 
sleep. Then to eat eomething. None of the 
planters or overseers pretended to have any 
coutrol over the negroes. The blacks would 
t&ke their hc-es and go iuto the field, worki&n 
long enough to stimulate their appetites a lit- 
tle, eat something and then lie down in the 
tun. They did as much acd what they pleased, 
manifesting no int.rett whatever in the mcg- 
natetat scheme for their "educatiou," and 
rot over-anxious to Jobs the army Or e plan- 
tation we saw was opened just before the war 
begau, but no sugar was made, and the caue 
rotted on the ground.

It was a magciticent 
estate. Last year cane that would have made 
seven hundred hogsheads o f sugar retted in 
th; fields This year lthadgrownup w;ld,aLd 
stood therein the midst of desolation to be cut 
crown by the first froat. Everywhere the 
etcry was the same. The negroes did next to 
nothing, refused to run or be driver- away, but 
locked to their masters for food. The planta- 
tions are reverting to swamp again. 

There is no euch soil cbe where in the world 
as thc-i e is alotg these bayous in southern 
Louisiana. Sngir fully matures, and the lard 
is really too good for cjtton, for which it his 
been tried; it re6uHs gcacrallv In the growth 
of wood ra'.her than cotton. The swamps are 
nmses of tangled, interwoven foliage, groves 
ot live oak and cypress. There is a we»rld ol 
wealth to be derived from the plantations if 
they were this year what they were two years 
and more ago. They are going to 
decay. No new ones will be opened. 
Ihere is no labor now that can er 
will produce the staples in this State. 1 
saw on every tree, high up ou th; trunk, tie 
mark of the B.-Il crevasse in 1853. The II t- 
siasippi broke through the levee on the cast 
back, near New Orleans, and flooded lha 
whole country down to the Unit, submerging 
swamps aud plantations. That w.s a diaas er 
for a year only. Siuce then there has swept 
over a portion of the State a A -c d that has 
annihilated tha labor system, tbe wealth, the 
prosperity of the plantations. The work of 
restoration has commenced, acd all that has 
been "restored" has been irrtdrcmably lost, 

Bat the plantation slaves, as rspldly as they 
could be gobbled and conscripted, have beeu 
forced into the Federal army, or they have 
been put upon "government plantatione." In 
either position they etijoy that lioerty which 
it change of masters merdy gives a slave.

Aerial Locomotion. 

Tl.p recent statements of Dr. S. Andrews, 

of Pcr:h Araboy, teat be has discovered a 
mrtbod of navigating the afar with balloons, 
and giving them any required direction the 
navigate r chooses to take, have revived the 
discussion :t3 to the fer^i'oility of ths pi in. It 
his long bee i tapcoaed bf natural philoso- 
phers that it at laapoaalfabi to coutrol the 
BMrvaoiaeta of balloons, because they were 
lighter than the air. Dr. Andrews, who ask? 
for an < xulunatiou of the reason whv a sheet 
of paper does not fall in a straight line to the 
gr< uod, wh-n dropped from an elevation, 
tees, no d«vabt, that the answer, if correctly 
given, will furnish en explanation of the prin- 
ciple of his own machine. It b evident the 
Uiaet of paper would fall ia a straight line 
hat fcr th? resistance of the air through which 
it parses; tor in an exhausted receiver a 
fe th- i v;..\ fail as rapidly as a piece of lead. 

Bibir.et, the celebrated French philosopher, 
iEtormo us of a recent experiment of two of 
his countrymeu ic this department of science, 
lie says: 

"Mil Nadaraad de la Lardeilc have con- 
structed a little apparatus which receives its 
propmsion by lacuna of springs, and which 
rises in tlie air, springs aud all, without ary 
other action. These little engines are there- 
fore pcrfectlv automative, and Hod a fulcrum 
iu the air.

As to the nec- 
essary ve.'oei y, a sirow steinier on the Seine, 
tbe ccrcw of which bad a iTtaam of a metre 
between the thread*, and whico. might have 
performed I k lo metre iu c : ght hundred revo- 
lutions, orly went two hundred metres when 
it turned slowly, Whereat it went eight hun- 
dred metres w'hen turned fast. The advan- 
tageous elT ct of rapidity cons';*!* iu this, that 
the a r, obliged to yield to the iinpuHe, has not 
ilia to oar spa froia aader the ecrew, and is 
atroogl} COnaprasa< d.

Tre philosophy of bjllcou propulsion is 
theiefoie thie : tbit whenever by t'oe swift 
rcvoluiioo of ■ propeller or fau attached to 
the Btachhae, the air behind it can be so com- 
pressed as to fun.:sb a base of resistance, the 
aeronaut will be able to move in the contrary 
direction, and not before. Drifting in a cur- 
rent of air is not locomotion la its strictest 
sen. 

A few year* ago there wrs ar. exhibition ii 
this city lif some billoon models, a', a place 
then known aa the Aih unbr.i, in Broadway. 
These were made ot 6:lk aud hvi revolving 
tans i'.t ! .?ehed to them a: a pirticuiar angle-, 
moved bj a powerfal spring. Th:v would 
ascend to the celling and remain suspended 
until the spring lost i.3 power, and then fall 
to the boor. 

So there is a well-known toy used by the 
boys in our streets, which, by a rapid with- 
drawal cf a wound striug from au axi* su;> 
rjorting a fan of similar construction, will 
cauRe it to escet:d with great velocity lorty 
feat or more in the air. So, te>o, lh-j curious 
retrograde movement of the boomerang, 
which, after belu^ thrown violently from you, 
mnkfs a circuit snd returns in the. direction 
from which it was sent, is another mystery in 
tbe science of aciial locomotion not yet fully 
szaiataaa*

covery, we do not think it impossible to eoa- 
struct* an air cirriag.? which, iu certain con- 
ditions of the atmosphere, mav be directed at 
the piiaiaia of the operator. — [N. Y. Pe»t.

Gov. leham Hirris, of Tennessee, in his 
dispatche3 to the App- al.ditel Sunday night, 
«ays t^at the two duys' fi^bring had D04 had a 
definite result, and thtt, Gvns. J. C. Brown, 
Hood, Grog;, Dir.icl Admi;, and J^.hn Dda 
were wounded and disabled; and that the reb- 
els Lad captured 2,500 prisoners and irom 
twenlj live to thirty piece3 of artillery cn 
Monday. Gov. Har.ls telegraphed thai the 
Confederate victory Was complete. He adds: 
"it is reported that wa havd taken 5,030 pris- 
oners, and we expect twenty more pices of ar- 
tillery to be brought in." 

Cinci.tnaTi, September U, 

Mr. Shanks, the correspondent of the Her- 
ald, bos arrived here from the battle-Add of 
C* attanooira, where he witnessed the two 
davs' ti-rhtins. He says that oflloial reports of 
the battle from WeikiBftoa are, in the main, 
totally false, anri that n JJy th^Array of the 
Cumberlanl has met with a defeat which 
must put it upon the defensive lor some time 
'.! come. 

Thomas' corps was real y the only one that 
did any tiirhting on the first day. ft d- ! - I 
Longstreet with horrible slaughter, driving 
m over a mile across Chattanooga river. 
Longtilreet in the two hours.' ii<rht lost one 
thousand men killedjitnd double that number 
wounded. 

MeCook and Crittenden's corns the game 
day were both badly beaten, and the creiny 
broke their center, driving Crittenden's rutn 
in every direction. The defeat of this part of 
the Hue caused Thomas to abandon hi3 field 
and fall back to protect his 11 ink and re-es- 
tablish his line at the same time The enemy 
not knowing whnt be had accidentally accom- 
plished, faib'd to pursue his advantage, and 
Wood and Neglcy went into the center and 
re-established that part of the line. The day 
was ourr, though the e-Eemy held the field. 

We bad taken three pieces of artillery more 
than wo had lost. 

On the first day Thomas defeated Long- 
street; on ti e Bec icd, he saved the army of 
Rosecrans from annibiiation. From 10 lo tt 
o'clock on 8unday he fought the enemy, and 
repulsed him in three charges; when, finding 
assault in vain, the enemy pushed forward on j 
the right and center. At the first charge tb'-y 
broke Crittcnrlea and McCook's lines and 
routed their entire commands, driving them 
In disgraceful panic into Bassvffli and Cuativ 
nooga. 

Thomas, with his corps etill contested the 
day, and wss enabled by the timely re enforce- 
ment of Granger to hold his position until 
nurhtfall covered his retreat to Rossville. 

Mr. Shanks left the field at 7 P. M Sunday 
night, and Chattanooga at noon on Monday. 
Rr.gocrans was falling back on Chattanooga, 
where he would be perfectly safe from all 
Bragc could do. His lines of communici- 
tir.n were perfect !v secure, and he had plenty 
of ammunition and provisijns in Chattanooga 
to stand a month's siege. 

The rcfult i6 virtually a defeat to us, as we 
have lost tremendously in material— not lers 
than fifty pieces of artillery falling into the 
h nds of the enemy, though Bragg only ac- 
counts for twenty. The rebel loss In killed 
and wounded exceeds our own. In killed he 
has lost double our number. 

Rosecrars is in no danger, but at the time 
Mr. S. lef- the danger to Burnside was very 
imminent. 

Washington, September 24. 
A letfer from the headquarters of the army 
of the Potomac, received tc-day-j Bays Ger. 
Butord, with a portion of his division, drove 
the rebel pickets Tuesday through Madson 
Court-house. Thee mile* beyond he en- 
countered a strong body of the enemv's cav 
airy, and after a spirited fight he forced them 
across the. Rapidan at a point where the Gor- 
dansville pike reaches the river. Tbisaction 
r< fleets the highest credit on all the trcops ei - 
fbued. Our c;sualties were one killed and 
twenty wounded. We took forty-five prison- crnt: 
era, among them Lieutenant Colonel Dilony, 
of Cobb's Georgia Legion, Lieutenant B-ago 
and two privates of a North Carolina regi- 
ment, who were wound d. 

The wounded have been properly attended 
to and &ent to the divisioa hospital at Cul- 
pepper. 

On Tuesday a body of rebel cavalry crossed 
into Upper Maryland, about four miles from 
Rj.kville, and bad not proceeded far before 
they w* r a met by a portion of Scott's, num- 
bering 500, and some infantry. A fl<ht en- 
sued, when four rebels w-.re k lied and 
wounded. Among the killed wa3 Captain 
Frank Kilgtr, commanding the rebth, who 
retrtaU-d uu discoVi.r.ng that they were con- 
tending with superior numbers. 

The guerrilla chief Kiachiloe, and fifty of 
his men, were recently captured ou the south 



side of the Potomac, and have Ween sent to 

the old Capital prison. 

A rcconnoisauce to Dumfries fennd no 
armed rebels there.

The river at this point ct ntinncs to fall, and 
last evening there was less than two feet water in 
the caual by the mark, and the water was stil 
ceding. Dnriu^ the twenty-four hours ending at a 
late hour last evening, the river at the head of the 
falls hail receded fully one inch, which is equal to 
three inches at Portland. The weather was clear 
and pleasant, but rather warm. 

The Lower Ohio is ftill falling, anc so low has 
the water become that even the boats of ihe lightet 
draught have been compelled to lie up. Tho bars 
hence to Cairo all are sticking their craggy heads 
far above the water, much to the annoyance of 
eteaniboatmen. The prospects of a rise in the 
river are very small, aud wc are of the opinion that 
there will be no improvement until the latter part 
of next month. 

Yesterday at noon the river at Cincinnati was 
falling, and duri!!ir the twenty-four hours ending 
at noon yesterday, it had receded one inch, with 
less than three feet water in the channel hence to 
this place. 

The river at Pittsburg yesterday at noon wes 
still falling, with only twenty inches water in the 
channel by the pier mark. 

A lot of coal belonging to the Marin e Brigade 
which was sunk some time ago, just below Cairo, 
now lies high and dry, and is being put in barges 
to be floated down the river. 

Owing to the extreme low water, nearly all tfce 
boats have been compelled to lay up, and the ar- 
rivals and departures daily «rc but few. and they 
eave but a small amount of freight. Business at 
the wharf at present is as dull as we remember 
having seen it for a number of years, and we do 
not look for any improvement until the river rises, 
which will not be for some time, Judging from 
present appearances.
